At 7:30 a. in., Charles Mitchell (col- 


*r«l), the i-ause of all the trouble, was 
taken from the jail by infuriated citi- 
aens and Ijnched 


The tivo previous nights portended 


the gravest danger, but no such re- 
sults were anticipated.as those within 
the fire hours from i:30 to 7:30 a. m. 
Including the brutal 
Mitchell, there 


are five dead and ten wounded. All of 
the victims w*re innocent citizens who 
wer» spectators on the scene of ex- 
citement, except Mitchell. 


In addition to this list, it is feared 


that Mrs. Eliza Gaumer. who was 
«riroin»lly as«ault«d by the nejjro, will 
not recover and several of the injured 
£re in a serious condition. Besides the 
Jist of c.xsua!lti*s there i* such intense 
ft«ling against some of the officials 
that it will not be wipecJ out in 
the 


present generation and further compli- 
cation* are apprehended in the future.

«na rt soon returned an indictment for 
criminal a-ssault. 
Mitchell, disguised 


in. a soldier's unifoim. was brought at 
fiight from jail into court. He waived 
the reading of tho indictment, pleading 
guilty and was promptly sentenced to 
20 years in the penitentiary, the limit 
for criminal assault. 


The trial was over before 9 p. m.,

Til* mob. seeing toe war open, then 


secured a lars* sitoge nammer and 
broke for the Jail. The hammer was 
nut needed as Sheriff JfoLean delivered 
the keys and the crowd sooo founj 
i~itcheH's cell. Throwing a rope over 
Mitchell's head, he was dragged out, re- 
ceiving some kicks and blows. When 
Uje outer door was reached the noose 
•lipped off and Sylvester Zimmerman 
tied it so securely as to receive the 
cheers of the crowd 


The rope was thrown over one of the 


limbs of a live i tnhe courthouse yarJ 
limbs of a tree in the courthouse yard, 
Blitchell was jerked up until his neck 
was broken, and then his body dropped 
to the ground. The crowd repeated the 
jerking several times until they were 
sure that he was dead. While the body 
of Mitchell was lying on the ground 
hundreds crowded about to see it. The 
colored people were greatly excited. 


They had previously met and adopted 


resolutions 
for the punishment of 


Mitchhell, but many of them talked 
about him not being guilty. 


Women and children, as well as a 


multitude of men, witnessed the lynch- 
ing. There was no attempt at disguise 
or secrecy. 
The assemblage 
in 
the 


public square was. »s open as any pub- 
lic meeting that had ever been held in 
that place. The local militia company 
feeling the 01 ertvueimiog public feel- 
ing against them, offered no resistance 
when the mob broke into jail or when 
the lynching was going on and the 
Springfield company had been counter- 
marched to the depot. 


Pat In a. Coffin. 


An hour or more after the lynching. 


Mitchehli's body was picked up, anil 
placed in a rough coffin, but still left 
under the tree, where hundreds of peo- 
ple continued to view it. The wretch 
diet! without a struggle as his neck was 
evidently broken by the first jerk. 
Later in the day the body of Mitchell 
was removed by the coroner and other 
trac»s of the violence were removed as 
fast as possible 


(Meantime crowds ot people poured 


into the city from 
all surrounding 


town* and viewed the blood stained 
steps of the jail and the marks of the 
bullets on tk« surrounding: houses. 


Among the sights shown ri&itors was 


a tree in the same courthouse yard 
where a man named Ullery was lynched 
23 years ago for a similar crime upon 
the 7-year-old daughter of J. B. Mor- 
gan. Then a jail door was burst op«n 
with a log jnd the sheriff surrendered 
the keys and no lives, were lost except 
that the culprit 
The tree is still 


standing, but the limb on which Ullery 
was hung is dead and stands out as a 
ghastly reminder ofviolence. 
All the 


visitors wanted to see the 
limb on 


on which Mitchell had been hung.

There is much dispute »s to what oc- 


curred inside of the jail from midnight 
until the time of the lynching. When 
the first attack was made on the jail, 
a dozen men mounted the rear step of 
the jail and two of them used sledge 
hammers on the doors. The local mil- 
itia company was under arms on,the 
inside with Sheriff Msbain 
and 
his 


deputies. Captain fieorgr W. Leonard 
then stopped out and said- "I will give 
you ihrpo minutes to disperse. 
If you 


do not do --o. 1 mtwt fire " Tha crowd 
gen orally believed that Sueriff "cLa-in 
had then already ordered the troops to 
lire and they dispersed. But when the 
allm'lt was renewed on the rear door 
of the jail with sledge hammers, tho

Pans, June 5.—It is learned from an 


authorized French source that the let- 
ters of credence presented to President 
Paure by Senator Edward O. Wolcott 
of Colorado and his colleagues of the 
monetary commission, designate them 
as ministers plenipotentiary to France, 
Great Britain and Germany, with the 
mission, in concert with the United 
States ambassadors to those countries, 
to discuss monetary questions and 
come to some agreement on bimetal* 
lism. 


President Faure carefully avoided 


making a statement to them, at the 
audience 
which he accorded 
to the 


commissioners at the Blysee palace ou 
Wednesday last, which might be in- 
terpreted as a promise to take any 
steps ia the matter. Before the com- 
missioners left the palace, he invited 
them to share his box at the race for 
the Grand Prix de Paris. 


'No doubt the government of France 


is friendly to the American, mission, 
but nothing tangible will be done be- 
yond expressions of sympathy and the 
assurance that the matter will be seri- 
ously studied. 


TARIFF TALK7~ 


Su£ar Schedule -Hay Be Keached Early 


Next Week. 


Washington. June 5.—Senator Alli- 


son, who in the absence of Senator 
Aldricb, has charge of the tariff bill, 
expressed the opinion that the sugar 
schedule would be reached in its order 
on Monday, and that it would be taken 
up then if Sentaor Aldrich 
by that 


time should have so far recovered as 
to be able to take charge of the sched- 
ule on, behalf of the Republican. 


If Mr. Aldrich finds it impossible to 


be in the chamber when the schedule 
is reached the Republicans will ask 
that it be passed temporarily because 
of his generally conceded superior in- 
formation on tlie subject. Senator Al- 
lison says, however, that it is his de- 
sire that the schedule should be dis- 
posed of as promptly as possible. 


There is a ossibillty that the tobacco 


schedule may also be passed over in 
case Sentaor Aldrich is not able to be 
present whent it is reached in its reg- 
ular order. 


The advocates of a. higher duty on 


wool are quite confident from assur- 
ances received from members of the 
finance committee today, that they will 
secure an increase over the rate orig- 
inal reported by the committee of an 
average of a cent a pound. 


This increase would give a duty of 9 


cents on first class woll, 10 cente on 
second and 5 cents on the lower qual- 
ity of third class wool. They are also 
hopeful that the dividing line in third 
rate wools can be lowered to 9 cents 


Senator Warner is among those who 


expressed the opinion that this conces- 
sion will be made and he says that if 
the changes are ordered, the schedule 
will be fairly satisfactory to the wool 
interests.

MAKING GOLD. 


Follow u» ladintB A!tiiruo»t»' Method*

For & long rim* in India the appar- 


tyat transmutation of tin, zinc, copper 
and ni«reary into precious saetals has 
been practiced. 
W« .have seta there 


with oar ovf a eyes a social liko gold is- 
suing frosii tha emoble of jhe Indian 
alchemists—a metal thai could sot be 
told froni real geld by means of tha 
toochatoue. We may say, however, that 
in old India, as well a* la yoong Amer- 
ica, they have not yet succeeded in giv- 
ing to tbti metal thus obtained the chem- 
ical properties of gold. On this point 
they are not more advanced in the ace 
country than ia the other, and the prob- 
lem seams to us not to be near solution. 
The metal obtained can, ia fact, be de- 
composed iato its constituent elements. 
^Nevertheless, it may be interesting to 
present to public notice the Indian al- 
chemists and to describe their methods. 
Around these personages many legends 
have sprung ap. The people assert that 
they never come into a city except by 
divine inspiration in order to cnre ill- 
ness and to enrich certain persons. 
There is a belief among the Hindoos, 
very widespread, but purely fabulous, 
that they disappear at certain hours 
to rejoin the cittais—dwine naturalists 
of the early ages of India, -who, accord- 
ing to Hindoo tradition, meet -with 
their divinity, Hari Ishari, on the sum- 
mits of the Himalayas, to learn the se- 
crets of nature. 
2 The following is the method employ- 
ed by these Indian alchemists to mate 
their gold. We give literally, conform- 
ing to the weights and measures in use 
in India, the list of .substances necessary 
for this delicate operation. These are, 
according to our documents: 


Sulphur of STelli-Kai (Phylanthns 


lemblica), 24 rupees weight (7 ounces). 


"White seeds of Abra precatorius, 9 ru- 


pees -weight (33£ ounces). 


One whole garlic. : 
.Cinnabar, 6 rupees freight(2ounces). 
English orpiment, 6. rupees weight. 
Sal ammoniac, 6 rupees weight 
These aro powdered separately, and 


then a paste is made of the whole, -with 
three quarts of "paddy" made of the 
milky juice of Asclepias gigantea. The 
whole is ground up with this milk. 
Then little hard balls are made of the 
mixture, and finally two gattis are taken 
of fine, hard earthenware, of such size 
that the material to be distilled occu- 
pies only one-third or one-fourth of the 
vessel. On the lower vessel another sat- 
ti is soldered with potter!s earth, after 
an opening has been made in the end of 
this seco'nd vase. Over this hole is fit- 
ted a bottle whose end is pierced, and 
it is carefully sealed to the vase. Into 
the lower vase are put the little balls 
described above, and the whole is then 
sealed up. 


The powder, when vaporized, rises 


along the sides of the bottle and con- 
denses around the hole. It is collected 
with a feather. Then zinc is taken. For 
each rupee's weight of zinc is allowed 
a quantity of the powder as large a's 
two or three rice grains. The zinc and 
the powder are wrapped up together in 
a bit; of paper or linen or a leaf. The' 
whole is put into a crucible, which 
then sealed-with a paste composed > 
one part of cow dung, one of charcoa 
and one of potter's earth. 
This

heated white hot, after which it is a 
lowed to coo].

POCKETS.

Perhaps the best proof of the advance 


of the Japanese ia civilization is to be 
found iu their use or pockets. The peo- 
ple of that country have usually six or 
eighs pockets cnnaiagly inserted in th 
coifs cf their wide sleeves. These pock 
ets are always filled with a curious mis- 
cellany. As common as the twine in th 
pockets ol yonng Americans is the pray 
er amulet written on sheets of rice pa 
per and composed by the bonzes. In ac 
cordance with their faith, these asm 
lets are swallowed like a pill in case 
of mental or physical distress. Another 
essential seldom missing is a.number o 
small squares of silky paper. These an 
put- to unexpected uses, such as to hoi 
the stem of a lily or lotus, to dry a tea 
cup or to wipe away a tear. Among tb 
Chinese and other nations a pouch 
used instead of a pocket This was als< 
the case in western Europe in the mi<: 
die ages and for some time aiterwarc 
The pouch was attached to the girdle 
along with a dagger and. rosary. It was 
called an aulmoniere or gipciere. It wa 
often ornamented with curious patterns 
gold and silk threads, coats of arms an 
religions sentences. A dramatist of th 
time of Henry VXH wrote: 


From my girdle he plucked my poneh; 
By your leave he left me never a penny. 
Breeches, however, had pockets at a: 


early date. In an old play written abou 
1611 it is mentioned that a man had hi 
breeches plaited as if they had SO pock 
ets. But pockets did not attain thei 
proper position until the adoption o 
the modern style of men's garments 
With waistcoats a great opportunity fo 
pockets presented itself. Later they wer 
made very broad and deep and wer 
covered -Frith embroidery and button: 
In the reign of George IU waistcoa 
pockets reached such size in Englan 
that they became objects of ridicule, st 
that they soon began to resume mor 
moderate proportions.—New York Post

viziers. The sultan's four kadines com 
nest, who rank as spouses till he di 
vorces tbem and marries them to som 
of the pashas. Then there aro five or sis 
ifcbals, or favorites; then theguieuzede 
(from guieuz, eye—girls who have at 
tracted the roaster's glance). 


Every woman who marries from thi 


seraglio takes with her, besides a largi 
portion in cash, her clothing, jewels 
furniture, carriages and servants. Af te: 
them come the kadines-effendis, the 
mothers of tba sultan's children; then 
the unmarried princesses of the roya 
blood, then the foster mothers and foster 
sisters of the sultana or princes or prin 
cesses. Among the attendants are cham 
berlains, secretaries, guards, etinuchs, 
scullions, 
cooks, 
pages, musicians, 


dancing girls, dwarfs, buffoons, priests, 
astrologers, barbers and sharapocers, 
tasters of the sultan's food, athletes, 
ccckfighters, ramfighters, jugglers anc 
grooms to look after the 500 horses con- 
tained in the imperial stables.—New 
York Tribune.

Eye lens Animals. 


Many of the lower animals aro known 


to see without eyes, the skin having a 
high degree of sensitiveness to light. 
Thus earthworms, the maggots of flies 
and eyeless centipeds find their way 
about nearly as readily as similar crea- 
tures which have eyes. In a recent Ger- 
man work on the sensitiveness to light 
of eyeless animals, Dr. Nagel, who 
made his observations chiefly on niol- 
lusks, found that the eyeless bivalves 
and snails he experimented with showed 
a high degree of sensitiveness to light. 
He found that somo species reacted es- 
pecially to diminution, others to in- 
crease of light, and that this difference 
was correlated with other characters.— 
Philadelphia Press.

down a special decision, holding the 
Torrens land tenure Jaw unconstitu- 
tional. 
The decision slip simply 


states: --Demurrer to petition sus- 
tained, petition dismissed and Tor- 
rens act held unconstitutional. 'Ihe 
decision is unanimous." The case in 
which the decision is given is styled 
State of Ohio ex. rel. F. S. Monnett, 
attorney general, vs. Walter D. Gull- 
bert, auditor of stale, et al. This 
was to compel the state auditor to 
proceed under the law. The act was 
drawn by Isaiah Pillars, Klam Fiiher 
and E. A. Fitch, comprising a special 
commission appointed by Governor 
McKinley. 


The Torrens land act was passed 


April 26th, 1895. It has cose the 
state, in drafting and testing It. not 
less tban $15,000, all of which Is now 
a dead loss. The attorneys defend- 
ing it, appointed by the supreme 
court, were Guy Mallon, of Olncln- 
nati, and E. A. Fitch, of Ashtabula. 
Ex-attorney general Richards and R. 
A. Harrison, of Columbus, attacked 
It. It Is understood that the court's 
decision is based on the fact that the

out and honest men get their own," 
fell from the lips of Sir M, Hale 
when sitting on the judicial bench, 
and the saying, "The greater the 
truth, the greater the libel," was 
first uttered by Lord Mansfield in his 
capacity of chief justice of England. 


Lord Brougham, speaking in the 


house of commons in 1828, first gave 
utterance to the saying, 
"The 


schoolmaster is abroad." The full 
paragraph of the speech runs thus, 
"The schoolmaster is abroad, and I 
trust more to him. armed with his 
primer, than I So- -to the soldier in 
full ; military array, for upholding 
and extending the liberties of the 
country."

Au- 
gustin Birrell, Q. C., M. P., occu- 
pies a very conspicuous position in 
the pages of Colonel Dalbiac's "Dic- 
tionary of Quotations. " To Mr. Bir- 
rell we owe the saying, "A great 
poet, like a great peak, must some- 
times be allowed to have bis head 
in the clouds;" "That great dust 
heap called 'history,'" and 
"The 


possession of great physical strength 
is no mean assistance to a straight- 
forward life." — London Law Times.

building bouses cun&rructwi tlio 
stairs as well afa every other part of 
the woodwork. Stairs u>ok up a 
considerable amount of room in a 
shop, and about that timt> some car- 
penters and builders began giving 
>ut tho stair work to other carpen- 
ters, to whom they furnished the 
lumber. Very soon after that stair 
builders started ia business on their 
own account with their own capital 
and material, and ever since then 
stair building has been in New York 
u separate busine^. In some other 
large cities stair building is now car- 
ried on as a separate branch of 
work. In many other places the 
stairs are still made by the house 
builder. Stair building has a litera- 
ture of its own—there are books 
that treat upon this subject only. 


Stairs, of course, must De built 


with absolute accuracy, and in a 
great city, where buildings are put 
np iu great variety and for various 
purposes, where all the space is 
utilized and where, so far as possi- 
ble, space is economized, the stair 
building problems presented are 
many. In designing a building the 
architect makes plans of the stairs, 
drawn to scale; the stair builder 
makes from them the working 
drawings. Ordinary straight stairs 
are, when possible, put together in 
the stair builder's shop and carried 
bodily to the place where they are 
to be set up. 


Fine stairs and all stairs that are 


bent or curved or reversed, with 
landings—all stairs that are built 
otherwise than straight—are set up 
in the building in which they are to 
be used. The stair builder looks aft- 
er the support of the stairs as well 
as tho building of the stairs them- 
selves. 


While stairs are built from plans 


and measurements, and, of course, 
with the utmost care to insure accu- 
racy, yet mistakes are sometimes 
made, and a mistake in stair build- 
ing is a serious matter. A defect in 
stall's cannot be cured. The remedy 
for it would need to be distributed 
hrough the entire structure. When 


mistake has been made, there is 


nothing to do but to throw the stairs 
away and build anew. As a matter 
>f fact, however, mistakes are rare- 
y made. Many varying sets of 
stairs are made and never put to- 
gether until they are finally placed 
n position in the building for which 
±iey were designed, and almost in- 
variably they are made with suet 
iccuracy that they come out exact- 
ly right, 


Tho height of the stair risers and 


;he -width of the trends arc deter- 
mined to a greater or less degree by 
the situation in which the stairs are 
to be placed. Some stairs are "easy," 
im\ some are not. It is possible to 
make stairs too easy. There are 
standard measurements for height 
of rises and width of tread, and 
these measurements are used where 
space permits, as it usually does. 


People become thus in dwelling 


places and elsewhere accustomed to 
stepping certain distances in going 
up and down stairs, and it might be 
tuat making steps to be used under 


h conditions with lower risers 


would really make them more fa- 
tiguing rather than less so. Stairs 
with low risers and broad treads are 
made for use under certain other 
conditions, as, for instance, when 
the stairs are to be used chiefly by 
old people, and the stairs with lov 
risers and broad treads are also 
sometimes used in front of churches 
and other buildings of a public char 
actor, which people habitually ap 
proach with comparative delibera- 
tion.—New York Sun.

In The Atlantic Monthly Mr. Charles 


Warren Stoddatd, describing the ap- 
pearance of Bret Harte's "The Luck of 
Roaring Camp,'' explains the story ot 
the woman who was opposed to its pub 
lication. There have been many render- 
ings of this incident. Mr. Stoddard's 
version is unquestionably the correct 
one. 


In the August number of The Over- 


land Monthly (1868) appeared "The 
Lnck of Roaring Camp." If Mr. Harte 
had been in doubt as to his vocation be- 
fore, that doubt was now dispelled for 
ever. Never was a more emphatic or 
unquestionable literary success. 
That 


success began in the composing room, 
when a female compositor revolted at 
the unaccustomed combination of men- 
tal force, virility and originality. 
No 


ooubt it was all very sudden and unex- 
pected. It shook the editorial and com- 
posing rooms, the business office and a 
limited number of worthy people who 
bad seen "Tbe Luck" in manuscript as 
they had never been shaken save by the 
notorious Californian earthquake. The 
elimai was precipitated when the justly 
indignant editor, whose motives, liter- 
ary judgment and good taste had been 
impeached, declared that "Tbe Luck o' 
Roaring Camp" should appear in the 
very neit number of The Overlam 
Monthly or he •would resign bis office 
Wisdom finally prevailed, the article 
appeared, Tho Overlacd's success wa 
assured, and its editor •was famous.

155 were constitutional diseases.

46 died from consump 
tion, 29 of whom were females and 17 
males. 4 males died from tuberculo- 
sis mesenterica; 34 had local diseases.
